and Vandevanter. Legal 


counsel for both sides arrived last 
night. 


Judge Caldwell announced at the 


opening -of court that the attorneys 
•would not be limited as to time in 
the presentation of arguments. 


MR. BECK'S AKGUICENT. 


James '.41. Beck, assistant attorney 


general, opened lor the government, 
.an abstract oi his argument ioiiows. 
..••it womd De oinlttuit to minimize 


• the importance oi this controversy. 


Sew cases have been presented to any 
court which affected corporate inter- 
ests of such magnitude, and sti-11 few- 
er which more vitally concern the 
welfare of the American psople. 


•'If competing- carriers can form a 


stable, permanent and controlling 
combination with indefinite and per- 
' petual powers, through the simple 


device of a sorcalled 'holding corpor- 
ation' organized under a state char- 
ter—a form which is far more inimi- 
cal to the public interests than the 
traffic 
arrangements or 
technical 


trusts which the law has hitherto 
•condemned—then both the interstate 
commerce act of 1887, 'with its in- 
hibition, of pooling, and the act of 
July 2, 1890, -with its sweeping con- 
demnation of all combinations' in re- 
straint-of trade or attempted mono-, 


by the' power 


of individuals, who will thus show, 
the importance of .the declared. will 
of the American people." 


Mr. Beck then reviewed the corpor- 


ate history of the Great. Northern, 
Northern Pacific arid Union Pacific 
systems. He referred at length to 
the attempt, which he claimed was 
made in the year 1893 by the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern in- 
terests, to unite their -respective sys- 
tems, and quoted at length from the 
decision of the supreme court in the 
case of Pearsall vs. Great Northern 
Eailway company, declaring the at- 
tempted amalgamation unlawful. The 
failure of this first attempt was the 
prelude and played a conspicuous 
part in the 
subsequent merger of 


1901. 
He referred at length to the 


events which led.up to the acquisi- 
tion of the Burlington system, and 
referred to Mr. James J, Hill, J. P. 
Morgan and £. H. Harriman as the 
potential actors in this transaction, 
"the great triumvirate of this colos- 
sal transcontinental combine." 
He 


described the. notable 
contest be- 


tween these financial powers to. con- 
trol the Northern 
Pacific railway, 


and through it the Burlington sys- 
tem, which culminated • in the panic 
of May 9, 1901, when Northern Pa- 
cific rose to 31,000 a share. He 'in- 
tended that 
after 
this .panic had 


shaken the equilibrium of the finan- 
cial world, .the contestants entered 
into 
a definitive 
treaty of peace,

to control, the board of directors of 
the Northern Pacific, but all interests

fairly, fully and impartially enforced, 
for it is everlastingly true that the 
imperative need of this country, botk 
at the hands of capital and of labor, 
is not more law, but more obedience 
to law.

MB. 'GBIGGS IS HEABD. 


Former Attorney General Griggs, 


attorney for the Northern Securities 
company, followed Mr. Beck. 


In his argument on behalf of the 


Northern Securities company Mr. 
Griggs contended that the acts of tho 
defendant do not constitute a con- 
tract, combination or conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate trade or com- 
merce within the meaning of 
the 


Sherman act. 


He said the government for eleven 


years had acquiesced in the actual 
merger and consolidation of many, 
important parallel 
and competing 


lines of railroad and cited rulings to 
show that, the consolidations 
had 


been upheld. He would venture the 
assertion, he said, that no case had 
ever arisen which a disregard ,of such 
salutary ruling would result in such 
•widespread injury to vested interests 
as this.

The ages of the boys range from 


5 to 9 years. The bodies were res- 
cued.

Tutor Who Eloped With Saxon 


/ Princess Has Become a 


' Trappist 


Rome, March 18.—The picture of 


K. Andre Giron, who eloped with the 
Princess Louise, in the 
cowl and 


cloak of a monk is one that not even 
the moat fantastic writer of fiction 
has dared to draw, but which, never- 
theless, probably soon will be pre- 
sented to the world. 


The father superior of the Order of 


Trappists has announced to the pope 
that Giron has entered the Trappist 
community. Strenuous 
efforts 
are 


being made to keep this information 
secret, but it has become known, and 
the authority upon which it is given 
can hardly be disputed. 


The question which now is most 


eagerly discussed by those who hava 
heard the information is: "Why did 
he do it?" 
Various reasons are as- 


signed. The explanation most gen- 
erally accepted is this: The former 
tutor had pledged his word to the 
princess to marry her immediately 
after her accouchement. Subsequent 
to this promise, the Saxon court paid 
him a considerable amount of money 
to desert the princess, one particular 
stipulation being that he should 
never marry her. His yearning f jr 
notoriety, which the elopement gave 
him, 
being largely gratified, his cu- 


pidity was easily worked upon, and 
he readily bartered away the pledge 
he had made the woman. 


The princess, suspecting that ho 


was about to desert her, had impor- 
tuned him with such persistency per- 
sonally and through others that ha 
was compelled to seek some avsnu* 
of escape that would protect 
him 


from her and at the same time leave 
him free from the gibes and sneers 
of the world which would have fol- 
lowed such a desertion. 


'He saw his opportunity in becom- 


ing a monk, under the garb of which 
he is safe from matrimony, and can 
be so sequestered as to be free from 
further 
communications from 
tho 


princess. 


Another story is that the you-ig 


nobility of Saxony 
threatened 
to 


take his life unless he retired from 
the view of the 
world by burying 


himself in the obscurity of a mon- 
astery.

bridge's home was found to be on fire 
and soon after the alarm was Bounded 
Mrs. Strowbridge was seen to set 
fire to another house across the street 
in which her daughter, who is aged 
26 years, lived, and also to two barns 
in which there were eighteen head of 
cattle and three 
horses. When a 


party of men attempted to break open 
the barn, and release 
the animals 


Mrs. Strowbridge, who was standing 
in front of her blazing home brand- 
ishing 'a revolver, fired at them re- 
peatedly. 


KEEPS CROWD AT BAY. 


Several of the men ma. i a rush, 


hoping to close with the mad woman 
and disarm her, but she held them at 
bay with the revolver. 
While they 


were hesitating she suddenly cut her 
throat, filled a pail of water at the 
well, threw it out again, thrust a 
quantity of hay and straw into the 
pail and after lighting it, placed the 
whole mass on her head and rushed 
into her house. 


The three, women lived a hermit 


life, working on the farm like men 
and often wearing 
men's clothing. 


They are supposed to have been well- 
to-do. Mrs. Strowbridge is believed 
to have gone suddenly mad. 


Por several days she appeared to bn 


acting strangely, but her method of 
life was such that.'none of the neigh- 
bors ever 
with her. 
against Mrs. Strowbridge -for- wages 
may'have-aggravated her trouble.. 


Several years ago the husband of 


Mrs. Strowbridge is said to have been 
driven from the farm after he had 
made over all 'his property to his 
daughter. 
He never dared or cared 


to return to his home and is now liv- 
ing with a brother in Potter.
